Tue THAmrs.—For the next few weeks the topic of absorbing interest 
in reference to this river. will be that. of trout. The grand experiment 
which is now going on will give to the subject an amotint of interest 
which has never been exceoded in. reference to these waters. We hayo 
heard with our ears of, and seen with our eyes, countless shoals of trout 
lot. free into the stream, which, having been reared by the hand of 
man, must naturally feel the deepest consideration for their freneral 
welfare. It may be that we have brought to life this innumerable host 
of little ones but to meet. with a sure and rapid death from its many 
enemies which abound in the waters. It may be not so bad as this, and 
that a large per centage have survived every danger; or it may be that 
the most sanguine desires of the angler have been realised—that the 
majority, if not nearly the whole, are safe and well. A very. short 
time, should the rains keep off, will determine this anxious question, as 
the habits of the trout are such as to give most unerring evidences of 
their presence to the practised eye, If this momentous experiment of 
pisciculture should haye been successful, joy will be upon the waters ; 
but it is to be hoped that in the midst of this exhilaration the sacrifice 
to the aqueous gods shall be fish alone worthy of them, and that every 
angler will exert his influence, by example and precep to see that no 
trout under size. are begged, basketed, or welled, from any excuse 
whatever, 

Oyster Farms.—Thoe Imperial Government of France, with the view 
of multiplying these favourites of epicurean taste and social enjoyment, 
has recently devoted much attention to the artificial culture of oysters, 
and confided the inquiries to M. Coste, a member of the Institute, who 
had made the natural history of fish his peculiar study. M. Coste has 
officially visited all the celebrated oyster-rearing coasts, and among 
others those of the British Isles; indeed the number of his Christian 
names—Jean, Jacques, Marie, Oyprien, Victor—is sufficient to entitle 
him, under a separate one, to naturalisation in almost every European 
state. In the course of his exploratory rescarches he discovered, in the 
Lago de Fusaro, on the Neapolitan shore, celebrated for its trout, the 
remains of ancient salt-water tanks still visible, which led to the boliof 
that it is the site of the ancient Lucrine Lake. Numerous remains of

The manner in which he settles 
clumsy, up-setting balls is really magnificent, and worth walking 40 miles to 
witness, Some judges say that since he ceased to play with the All England 
Eleven there has been a falling off in his batting, and I am inclined to,think 
there is some truth in this opinion; but, goodness knows, he can't complain 
for want of practice, There is one remarkable peculiarity about Daft's play, 
and itis this, that in playing bail balls he never falls over his bat. With about 
one exception—Tom Fe wentcha is the only player who has ever brought this 
aye toany perfection, Parr, Casar, Mortlock, Grace, Anderson, and Wilsher, 
all are guilty of this fault, but I am glad to observe that among our younger 
pleyers it is now gradually but surely being abolished. As a fielder, Richard 

aft stands very high. The only men I have seen surpass him are Alf. Clarke, 
Carpenter, Grace, and Roger Iddison. He usually stands “long-leg” and 
“middle wicket off,” and the sharpness and precision with which he returns 
the ballto the wicket are absolutely astonishing, There are other circumstances 
connected with Richard Daft as a cricketer upon which I might extend my re- 
marks, but I think I have said enough to warrant mo in expressing the opinion 
that he is the finest batsman of the present day 

I have now to speak of a man who, go where he may—to America or Aus- 
tralia—always meets with a warm welcome, not more on account of his quali- 
fications as a player than for his innate and genial goodness of heart. Surrey 
need be prouder of no better a man than “ Billy” Caffyn. Barbers by trade are 
proverbially merry men, and, perhaps, this has something to do with the fact 
that of all men none are merrier both in private and in public than Caffyn. 
He is a model among many models. He hits grandly, and his off-play is 
superbly smart, He can hit to leg brilliantly, and his defence lacks but little 
of the safety that characterises that of Anderson, Mortlock, Daft, or Hayward. 
As an all-round batsman, he is exceedingly clever, and the ‘‘team” that has 
Caffyn to represent them need never despair of a good score. “ Billy” is always 
ready, never nervous, never “ flustered,” always willing and able to do a great 
deal, and he does it without show. As a bowler, he is medium-paced round, 
very straight, and very hard to play; and as a “field,” although he does not 
possess the brilliant alertness of limb and precision of throw of some of his 
“companions in arms” he fs still very clever in this line, Caffyn is the only 
cricketer who has visited both Australia and America, and in both countries 
he has received a hearty welcome. 

George Tarrant should by right have been tripled with Hayward and Car- 
penter, forming, a8 he does, with his two renowned. compeers the three great 
stars of Cambridge. Although Tarrantshines more as a bowler than as a bats- 
man, yet his expertness and ability with the bat ought never to be set aside. 
When he first came out he certainly had no pretensions to batting, but of late 
he has greatly improved, and he may now always be depended on for a fair 
score. He does not play brilliantly, to be sure, but there is a merriness about 
his style that always keeps the spectators in good temper, and this may ac- 
count in some degree for the fact of his being such a great favourite. As a 
bowler, Tarrant ranks with Jackson and Wilsher. He is faster than either, 
and when the ground favours him is more destructive than either, but he is 
not to be depended upon to the same degree, Tarrant always plays the game 
thoroughly; he never flags or loses heart, and he is always happy, even when 
severely “ whacked.” I observe that he has astonished the Antopedians, who 
are. quite Setar with ae ee 4 Abra tk Liss wg could help being de- 
lighted with a good, warm-hearted cricketer ?~-Yours, &.

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“ARGUS” AnD THE JOCKEY CLUB. 

Last week Mr. J ustice Crompton, sitting at Cambridge in assize 
on the Norfolk Circuit, and a spocial jury for that purpose em- 
panelled, were engaged in trying the great issue which has for so 
many months furnished matter for gossip, not only in sporting 
circles, but also among the general public. , Tho J ockey Club then 
and there brought its long-anticipated action of trespass against Mr. 
Irwin Lewis Willes (commonly known in Turf circles as “ Argus”), 
for having “on divers days and times broken into and entered cer- 
tain lands of tho plaintiffs’ known as ‘Tho Flat,’ in the parish of 
Barwell, in the county of Cambridge,” a Tormidablo array of words 
which portends, not that Mr. Willes really did anything violently or 
burglariously, but that he quietly walked upon Newmarket Heath 
after béing warned off that sacred precinct by the stewards of the 
Jockey Club, with a view of ascertaining whether those august per- 
sonages had a legal right to exclude persons capriciously from that 
well-known race-courso, after openly and by advertisement giving 
a constructive general invitation to all the world to come and see 
the sports, This question was gravely debated. The evidence of 
the plaintiffs merely proved the occupation of the Heath and the 
formal trespass—neither of which were denied. Tho defendant had, 
of course, no evidence to offer ; and, after hearing both sides, the 
jury decided the. legal question in favour of the plaintiffs by finding 
a verdict for them, assessing the damages (the question not being 
one of damages) at one shilling. By the operation of tho judge’s 
cortificate, this verdict is sufficient to carry costs, and the decision 
of this question is likely, therefore, to cost the defendant (or rather, 
We presume, the journal on whose behalf he acted) something like 
four hundred pounds sterling, 

We presume that no expectation was entertained on behalf of the 
defendant that the result would be otherwise than it has proved to 
be. The point of law must have been clear enough to the most 
untechnical mind, If you dislike a man, either because he abuses 
you or because you object to the colour of his hair, you may exclude 
him from your garden. This was precisely the position of the 
Jockey Club as regards Mr. Willes, That gontleman had offended 
certain of their stewards sorely by writing a few wholosome and, no 
doubt, unpalatable, truths about ther proceedings, and they would 
havo none of Mr. Willes upon their Heath any more than Dr, Caius 
would have “ an honest man” in his closet, Even the littlo point 
about 4 constructive invitation has been decided over and over 
4gain in a manner adverse to the public right—and most probably

utmost that he can be held to have done is to have made a general 
announcement of his intention, in order that those who wish to be 
present may come and take their chanco of being admitted. Even 
M the well-known caso of the manager of a theatre, it has been re- 
peatedly decided that he can not only refuse admission to whom- 
Soever ho pleases, but that he can also, after admitting a person, 
‘urn him out again without giving any reason whatever. The best 
protection which the public has that this power willnot be abused 


As 
rational would it be to tell such men to lay aside their tobacco-box, or 
their gallon of beer, their betting-book, &c. But with mere boys, fresh 
from Eton or Winchester, lads still growing, all in blue ribbons, with 
delicate heart, its fibres almost, like blotting-paper, to give this heart the 
work of a powerful steam-engine, up and down the Thames, to please 
a foolish prejudice, is all wrong. As well compare the exercise of the 
old dons at Oxford in the park, their “constitutional” for an appetite 
daily, with the exercise reserved for children in perambulators, A 
young child, if allowed to walk, contracts bow knees and crooked 
ankles, There is scarcely any other casés for such bow knees and 
crooked ankles, and we have orthopedic hospitals to cure them. Orr 
young men, as boat-racers, get diseased and dilated hearts, in place ot 
crooked ankles; few people know it but the physician. It is against 
the popular prejudice to state thegfact, but it is not less a fact, 

The truth is, physiological or medical questions ate not popular, 
Our goldiers die in legions of scrofula, from bad ventilation in barracks, 
and bad knapsacks, that press also on and injure the heart. But wo 
talk nonsense of Lock Hospitals to cure them—it is more fashionable 
just now. It is quite in vogue, also, to praise up the universal blessing 
of Turkish baths; but it so happens they cure some diseases of the 
nature of dropsy, but just as certainly kill in other diseases of a nervous 
kind. But still, as in the matter of~boat races, we shall go on to the 
end of the chapter, heaping up indiscriminate praise on all alike. Ag 
well question the fact that Garibaldi was cured by us of his bullet, or 
we are togive him rifle guards of honour. It is suggested by your 
correspondent from Walcot-square that we (the doctors) strive to 
frighten people, so that we may get. patients; but I would submit that 
in striving to frighten young men we rather do the opposite—we 
frighten them so that they may avoid being patients or contracting 
disease, There is not a sensible insurance office anywhere that would 
insure the lives of these brilliant boatmen in their ribbons with dis~ 
eased hearts. Tho chief physician at Guy’s of late years (Dr. Addison) 
used to give a special lecture on this subject, full of startling facts—so 
much s0 that he came at last to make particular inquiry of solemn 
clergymen, barristers, judges, &c., with aneurism or diseased heart, 
diabetes, &c., the exact amount of boat racin they were victims to at 
college; and almost all young men of that rank with pains in the chost, 
the forerunners of aneurism, or spitting of blood, he found had been 
college men and badly-trained boat racers. 

Some chapters appear on “training” at present in the Field news- 
paper, by a professed trainer, but every man with a mens sana in corpore 
sano will bless his stars he never was subjected to such blundering and 
balderdash. It is just barely possible ven might take a young man of 
16, and have so arranged the work for his muscles and heart 80 as to 
prevent his destruction, but it would be rather by avoiding the raw 
meat dinners, and pedestrian feats, shower baths, and other manly 
exercises of the trainer. Dr. Richardson speaks positively of seven 
cases of young men injured by racing-boat matches ; his are the figures 
I quoted, but we scarcely require figures. There is no more painful 
scene in London than te wateh our poor men who turn summersaults 
in tho streets, or who are admitted in music-halls to stand on their 
heads, or on one another's heads. There are people to cheer this, it is 
usually little boys and silly women; they, too, — will 
encourage boat-races; but we’ do not want figures from 
hospitals to show how miserably these acrobats die of diseased 
hearts. The other men who die oftenest of aneurism are the 
poor men in the street. “paviors,” who are employed ramming down 
the paving stones with a great tall cylindrical weight that is familiar 
to most persons; almost every one of these men get diseased blood- 
vessels, aneurism, or dilatation. Tho effect is the same asin severe boat- 
racing; large quantities of blood are pressed by the muscles back into 
the right side of the hearty it yields and dilates, or tho strain on the 
arteries at the back of the knee in one (at the armpit and in the biceps 
muscle in the rower of boat-matches) causes the middle coat of the 
artery to break, this is familiar to even tho youngest medical student. Like 
cause like effect; the poor pavior is doing for his daily bread what the 
thoughtless juvenile of Magdalen or Christ Church fields is, in obe- 
dience to the traditions of el age error and the trainer, tugging at an 
absurd oar destroying his health.—I am, Sir, yours, &c.,

BOAT-RACING AND ITS DANGERS. 

We extract the annexed correspondence from the columns of a daily 
contemporary :— : 

aera is an aspect in which to look at the great boat race of 
Oxford and Cambridge—the “sensation” event of to-morrow—and it 
would be advisable to direct the attention of thoughtless young men to 
it. The subject is admirably treated by Dr. Richardson in the Social 
Science Review of this month, It is a charity to direct the attention of 
fathers and mothers to it. There is not this afternoon amongst these 
crews—conquerors or conquered—a single man henceforth with a 
sound organisation—(says my friend, Dr. Richardson, and he has lived 
for years at Mortlake to test the things)—not one who will not die so 
many years sooner by s0 much effort performed beyond his natural 
powers—not two, probably, that will reach the age of 45—not one 
that, notwithstanding all the idle nonsense of the * trainer,” that will 
not be a disabled man from the fatal day he got into the hands of 
trainers and boatmen. Seven such cases have fallen under his observa-~ 
tion. I would wish to endorse all that Dr, Richardson says. Foolish 
people say these “sports” are the backbone of English pluck; but the 
whole assumption is a melancholy falsehood. .We hear of the great 
prevalence of heart disease of late years, and stand aghast at the sudden 
deaths from that cause. 

But what with excess of tobacco-smoking, rheumatism contracted 
from damp, and heart disease from teo much and too violent exercise of 
volunteers, young men In university boat races, &c,—all these accidents 
are easily explained, 

Tho subject is not a very attractive one; ‘woe shall go on in our 
general Press, repeating the old cradities and errors to the end of the 
chapter. Yet still, ifa few rational’ people can have their attention 
drawn to it some good may arise. . Every experienced physician will 
endorse the views of the Social Science Review.

Sm,—Observing in your impression of Saturday last a letter signed 
“Qharles Kidd, M.D,,” of Sackville-street, written in condemnation 
of rowing, it would be difficult to describe the astonishment, I may say, 
momentary alarm, felt by myself and aquatic friends upon reading the 
Doctor's letter; but after a little reflection and discussion I was 
requested to prevail upon you, if possible, to insert a refutation of the 
Doctor's statements. That doctors differ is pieyed by the fact that 
many who at this moment hold the highest rank in the medical profes- 
sion follow rowing as an. amusement, and advise others to do the 
same. 

I hope that the poor pre-doomed young men who so nobly contested 
the race on Saturday last, remained in ignorance of the Doctor's opinion 
until they had dined, or it might have taken away their appa es, and 
dull care would have reigned triumphant. I have seen and have done 
as much hard and long rowing as any pawn of the present day, and I 
declare conscientiously that I believe there is nothing more conducive 
to health than rowing, providing proper precaution is taken afterwards 
by putting on some clothing immediately, before the body coolsand the 
pores close, Iam myself in my 65th year, and have rowed very nearly 
as many matches as I am years old, and am able and willing to row as 
many more; but I am a mere youth compared with many rowing men 
I could name. Among amateurs I may cite as an example Earl 
Kilmorey, who is now verging upon 80 years of age, and still pullsa good 
oar. Where is a finer set of men to beseert than the membersof the brilliant 
Leander Club, many of its present and former members having passed the 
usual age allotted to man? or take, as a sample of what rowing men are 
like, the more recently-established London Rowing Club. Among 
hard-rowing watermen of the elder school who can forget the stalwart 
and celebrated Jom Castles, who saw four score years ere he resigned 
his oar? or the no less celebrated George Colf, who scored near by as 
many years as his famous opponent? As to your correspondent's fears 
respecting the pace deaths of 14 out of the 16 who rowed in the 
grand match of Saturday last, before reaching the age of 45, allow me 
to say that it is precisely the number of years that I have been called a 
rowing man, atid: my experience enables.me to affirm that rowing men 
are generally long-lived, and my assertion is proved by giving a few 
names of the crack men of the last 40 years, such as Noulton, Gregory, 
Cobb, T. Coombes, Newell, H. Clasper, Dodd, Kipping, Byford, 
Williams, Loader, Godfrey, Bloomfield, Doubledee, the Maynards, 
Campbells, Pococks, and, in fact, a host of others, who can still tug at 
an oar, although their ages are from 50 to 70. 

I can vouch for the exercise being a healthy one, as I have not had 
the attendance of a doctor for these 40 years past, and, thank God, T am 
still able to do a hard day’s work, although in my earlier days my con- 
stitution was rather weakly ; but by rowing, instead of phyaicking, my 
health has been so much. improved, that there is a probability of my 
reaching the age of the first-named veterans of the oar. 

Shut out our young men from the boat-yard, the cricket-field, and 
otlier athletic sports, and no doubt a certain house in Sackville-street

THS, EFFECT OF MUSIC UPON ANIMALS.

with singing; but the cock, who minded only his hens, and the hens, 
who were solely employed in scraping a neighbouring dunghill, did 
not show in any manner that the trump-marine afforded them an 
leasure.” That: dogs have an ear for music cannot be doubted. 
steibelt had one whic evidently knew one piece of musio from the 
other; and a modern composer (my friend, Mr. Nathan) had a pug- 
dog that frisked merrily about the room when a live piece was 
played; but, when a slow melody was performed, he would seat himself 
down by the piano, and prick up his cars with intense attention until 
the player came to tho 48th bar; as the discord was struck he would 
yell most piteously, and, with drooping tail, seek refuge from the un- 
platbant sound under the chairs or tables. Eastcot relates that a hare 
eft her retreat_ to listen to some choristers who were singing on tho 
banks of the Mersey, retiring whenever they ceased singing, and re- 
appearing as they re-commenced their strains. Bossuet asserts that an 
officer, contined in the Bastile, drew forth mice and spiders, to_beguile 
his solitude, with his flute; and a mountebank in Paris had taught, 
rats to dance on the rope in perfect time. Chateaubriand States, as a 
perfect-fact, that he has seen the rattle-snakes in Upper Canada ap- 
peased by a musician; and the concert given In Paris, to two 
elephants, in the Jardin des Plantes, leaves no doubt in regard to the 
effect of harmony on the brute creation. Every instrument seemed to 
operate distinctly, as the several modes of the pieces wore slow or 
lively, until the excitement of these intelligent creatures had been 
earried to such an entent that further experiments wero deemed 
dangerous.—Sixpenny Magazine. :

Sm,—It is possible that a little agitation of the question of ‘4raining” 
for boat-races, as also an examination of. the alleged excessive danger 
of the latter to the young men of our universities, may do good, or one 
should scarcely be induced to re ly to the observations in a letter from 
Walcot-square, in your issue af this week, where we, the doctors, are 
accused of frightening people by such speculations, 

It will be remembered as to the statistics found fault with, I was 
quoting the figures in the Social Science Review, of a very able physician 
who had himself lived at Mortlake, and had examined the Inngs and 
hearts of boating men, who were, so to speak, in what is called 
‘brilliant condition”—quite as good as the sparkling crews of last 
week, I had met factsin practice that induced me to corroborate these 
views, and the letter from Valcot-square has not changed my impres- 
sions; our “counterblast,” be it remembered, to university boat-races, 
being intended against the ridiculous nonsense of “ training,” so called, 
and the horrible mischief in after life it inflicts on thoughtless young 
men who are induced by the clap-trap of the day at college to go in for 
matches like that of last week. Bo it remembered that wo 
admit that old men may do almost anything they please in 
the boating line; but as to the poor young fellows thought- 
less and plucky, that think it so fine about Christ Church 
meadows, or at Cambridge, to go in a “bursting pace” up or down 
the Thames to please a crowd of idle sight-seers, or for the encourage- 
ment of gambling and debauchery— young men just released from 
their mothers’ a ron strings, with delicate lax fibre, panting and 
blowing, deluged with perspiration, often in this state capsized or 
soused into the cold river—young men who know nothing of the circu- 
lation of the blood and the dire mischief they are doing each to his 
heart—as to these poor youn x fellows, it is a charity to let both sides 
of the question be heard. here: is not one newspaper in London, 
except yours, perhaps, that will allow both sides to be heard; even as 
pugilism, or duelling, or the late hangings at the Old Bailey, or 
tobacco smoking, or Turkish baths, or starvation in prisons. Any 
uninformed scribe who holds to popular “sensation” prejudices and 
defends these, will be listened to advectis accribus, and so of the 
brilliant crews, and their gorgeous bursting pace on the Thames last 
week. :
